History of John Bennctt Hawkins and Sarah Moulton Hawkins, his wife 


John Bennett Hawkins born Nov.16, and christoned Dec. 4, 1825 in Flaxley, Glouchestor, England, son of William Hawkine and Mary Bennott. Ho 
marricd 5 Dec. 1856 Sarah Moulton in Salt Lake City, Utah. Sho was born 5 March 1837 in Irchostor, Northampton, England, daughter of Thomas 
Moulton and Esthor Marsh. Warah diod 2 May 1885 in Salt Lake City. John Bonnctt Hawkins marriod a socond wifo Emma A. Hawkins. Emma died 
6 March 1895 in Salt Lake City. Sho waa born as far as is known 15 May 1830 in Horoford City, England and baptized 15 Juno 1887 by brother 
Scoficld, John Bonnett Hawkins diod 12 April 1898 in Salt Lake City of chronic pneumonia at 73 yoars of ago. 


William Hawkins, fathor of John Bennott Hawkins was born 14 Juno 1797- Exact place of birth in Blouchostor, England not confirmed though 1851 . 
census records indicatos ho was born in Lydney. Other family records have indicetod Flaxley or Longhope though a check of tho Flaxloy Parish 
records at the Gonealogy Library showod no record of William Hawkins. Parish rocords of those othor placos aro not on file at prosont in tho 
Library. 1841 consus rocords of Lydney indicatos William's mothor!s namo as Elizaboth (75 to 79 yoars of ago in 1841). Sho wes born in 
Glouchoster, Ingland(no town indicated), William Hawkins married Mary Bonnott 21 Sopt. 1825 in Flaxloy and died 16 August 1864 in Lydnoy and is 
buriod in St. Mary's Church burial grounds in Lydnoy. 


Mary Bonnett, mother of John Bonnott Hawkins, was propably christened 19 January 1800 in Flaxloy, Ghouchoster, England, daughter of Thomas Bonnott 
and Hannah Burchor as Flaxloy records indicate. 1851 Consus rocords indicato Mary was born in Lydnoy, thorofore until chock of Lydnoy records is 
mado to soo if a Mary Bonnett was born thero ebcut tho samo timo, this informaticn from Flaxloy cannct bo fully accopted. Family records indicate 
Mary's birth es 19 January 1800(tho semo as the christoning dato in Flaxloy). Flaxloy roccrds show Mary Bonnett as boing tho fourth child of a 
family of 9 bern tc Thomas Bonnett and Hannah Burchor. Mary diod 4 January 1877 and is buricd also in tho St.Mary's Church Houso burial grcunds in 
lydnoy, 


Jchn Bonnett Hawkins joined tho Church in England(boing tho only mombor of his family whe joinod) and was beptizod 2 Fobruary 1849 by Willian 
Hawkins,(rolationship cf William Hawkins to John Bonnott Hawkins not known). Jchn Bonnott Hawkins was naturalized 1 May 1869 Minuto Bock A Ps.511. 
Witnoss A.N.Hill. and Robert Shelton. John Bonnott Hawkins loft Council Bluffs 3 May 1852. Ho was ono of tho pioneer Blacksmiths in tho carly 

days coming horo August 12, 1852. Ho was also a guard in Echc Canyon at tho tino of Johnson's Arny, until Prosidont Brigham Young rocoivod werd 

that thoy would go through peacefully to Fort Bridger. Ho first marricd Sarah Moulton, cldest daughtow of Thomas Moulton. John Bonnott Hawkins was 
was & mombor of the rescue party sont cut by Prosidont Young whon scono missicnarios roturning fron England, ovortock and passod the Willoy's 

handcart Corpany and roported its plight to the church prosidoncy in Salt Lako City. Sarah Moulton end hor family wore in tho Willey's Handcart 
Company, coming hero in Nov. 1856. Sho pulled a hardcart across tho plains. Hor half brother was born noar tho Irish Channol, whilo thoy woro 

coming across the Atlantic. She was on tho see 6 wooks, crossing in a sailing vossol. Hor fokks startod with a large stock of gocds, but had to lear 
leavo some cn tho way, The son was born the second day thoy wore on the wator. (soc Thomas Moulton history also). 


Sarah Moultcn ard John Bennott Hawkins made thoir hono as far as is known from that tine of thoir marriago until about 1871 on Main Stroot in tho 
14th Ward. He wont in business jyst bolow Second South and Main Stroot (S.L.C.) at his trade as a blacksmith. Pago 58 of Book A2 Salt Lako 

County Land Reccrds shows John Hawkins as being tho original owner of proporty in lct § Block 58 Plat A Salt Lake City Survoye His preporty is 

the first ertry on Line le It was filod 1 May (16557) It included 30 square rods with a 3 rod front on tho west side cf nain stroot 7 reds scuth of 
of second scuth. Às far as is known six children woro born unto thon whilo living thore; thoy wore Willian who passed away the sano day as ho was 
born, Sarah Ann, Mary Elizabeth, John Moulton, and the twins, Ester Enily, and Eliza Jane who died either tho {th or 9th of Septombor 1569,
